"Some  sales  of  Egyptian  cotton  have  been  reported  this 
week.       The  prices  on  Sakollaridis  have  dropped  sharply 
during  the  week  and  at  the  lower  levels  there  has  been 
some  scattered  trading,   though  nothing  that  ran  into 
heavy  volume  .      Medium  grade  Sake!  is  now  available 
around  -36c,  with  some  reports  of  sales  at  even  lower 
figures;  but  medium  grade  uppers  still  hold  around  29c, 
with  a  few  spot  lots  here  and  there  between  28c  and  89c.
